In response, Applicants provisionally elect Group I, Claims 1-3 and 14-17, with 
traverse. The Restriction Requirement is respectfully traversed for the reasons stated below. 

Applicants note that claims in Group VI (claim 24), Group IX (claims 28-29), and 
Group X (claim 30) are all classified in the same Class 435 and Subclass 6. Also, the subject 
matter encompassed by these claims are closely related. Therefore, there would be no serious 
burden on the Examiner to search prior art relating to the subject matter. To the contrary, it is 
natural and reasonable and desirable to search prior art in connection with examination of these 
claims. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 24, 28-29, and 30 should be in 
a single group.
